Do not speak with contempt and ri- 
dicule of tho locality where yon may 
bo visiting. Find something of truth- 
ful praise to commend ; thils make 
yourself agreeable. 

Do not contradict. In making a 
correction say, " I beg your pardon, 
but I had an impression that it was so 
and so." He careful in contradicting, 
as you may be wrong yourself. ^ 

t)o not 1)0 unduly familiar ;you will 
merit contemi)t if yon are. NeitliTr 
should you bo dogmatic in your asser- 
tions, arrogating to yourself much 
consequence in your opinions. 

Do not make a i)retenco of gentility, 
nor parade tho fact that you are tlie 
deseendauts of any notable family. 
You must ])ass for just what you are, 
and must stand on your own merit. 

Do not discuss politics or religion in 
general company. You probably will 
not convert your opponent, and he will 
not convert you. To discuss those 
topics is to ar6i\se ill feelings without 
any good result. 

l)o not spend your time in talkin 
scandal; you sink your own mor 
nature by so doing, and you are, 
perliaps, doing great injustice to those 
about wliom you talk. You probably 
do not understand all the circumstan- 
ces. Were they understood, you would 
doubtless be much more lenient. 

Do not yield to bash fulness. Do 
not isolate your.solf, sitting back in a 
corner, waiting; for some one to come 
and talk with you. Step forward, 
and have something to say. Though 
you may not speak your thoughts to 
"tho best advantage, keep ou. You 
will gain courage and improve. It is 
as much your duty to entert;iin others 
as theirs to amuse vou. 
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More than one fourth of the daily 
oar Migs of tho denizens of the slums 
goes over tho bars of the public-houses 
and gin-palaces. To study the dark 
|)hfise of this burning question, let us 
take the districts from which I have 
drawn the facts and figures I have 
submitted to your readers in previous 
articles. Ou a Saturday night, in the 
thoro'fare adjacent, there are three 
corner public-houses which take as 
much money as the whole of the 
other shops on both sides of the way 
put together. Butchers, bakers, 
greengrocers, clothiers, furniture deal- 
ers, all the caterers for the wants of 
the i)opulacc, are open till a late hour ; 
there aro hundreds of them trading 
round and about, but the whole lot 
do not take as much money as three 
publicans — that is a fact ghastly 
enough in all conscience. Enter tho 
public houses and you will see them 
crammed. Here are artisans and la- 
borers drinking away the wages that 
ought to clothe their little ones. 
Hero are the women .squandering tho 
money that would )>iirchaso food for 
the lack of which their children aro 
dying. Ono group rivets tho eye of 
an observer at once. It consists of an 
old gray haired dame, a woman of 
forty, and a girl of about nineteen 
with a baby in her arms. All these 
are in a state which is best described 
as "maudlin" — they have finished 
one lot of gin, and the youngest wo- 
man is ordering another round. It is 
a groat-grandmother, grandmother, 
and a mother and her baby — four 
generations together — and thoy are 
all dirty, and disheveled, and drunk, 
oxcei)t tho baby, and even tho poor 
little milo may liavo its first taste of 
alcohol presently. H. is no uncommon 
sight in these places to see a mother 
wet a baby's lips with gin and water. 
The process IS called "giving the 
youiig'un a tastt?," and ilio baby's 
f.itber will look on sometimes ami en- 
joy the joke immensely. 

But the time to seo the result of a 
Sjtturday night's heavy drinking in a 
low neighborhood is after the houses 
are closed. Then you meet dozens of 
poor wretches reeling homo to their 
miserable dens, .some of them rolling 
across the roadway and falling, cut- 
ting themselves till the blood flows. 
Every penny in some instances has 
gono in drink. One dilapidated, 
ragged wretch I met lost Saturday 
night, was gnawing a baked potato. 
By his side stood a thinly-clad wo- 
man bearing a baby in her arms, and 
in hideous language she reproached 
him for his seltishue.ss. She had 
fetched him out of a public house 
with his last half-penny in his pocket. 
With that half-penny he had bought 
tho potato, wbicli lie refused to share 
with her. At every corner tho police 
aro ordering or coaxing tncu and wo- 
men to "move on." Between twelve 
and one it is a long ])roce8sion of 
drunken men and women, and the 
most drunken seem to bo those 
whose outward appearance betokens 
tho most abject poverty. 

Turn out of tho main thoro'fare 
and into the dimly-lighted back streets, 
and you como upon scene after scene 
to the grim, groles(|ue horror of which 
only tho pencil of a Dore could do 
justice. Women with hideous, distort- 
ed faces are rolling from side to side, 
shrieking aloud snatches of popular 
songs, plentifully interladeu with 
tho vilest exiiressions. Men as drunk 
as themselves meet them, there is a 



out of their earnings, and pay seven 
shillings for them. At night they will 
return to the same shop and offer to 
sell them back for four shillings. 
They have started drinking, and want 
money to finish the carouse with. — O. 
Ii. Siiii'iy in London Daily News.

Years of study and observation 
have forced mo to the conclusion that 
the disease which manife8t.a the 
symptoms popularly supposed to 
indicate that a cold has been caught 
is to all intents and purposes a filth- 
(liaeaae, arises largely from in- 
digestion, and forms the basis, so to 
say, or is in fact tho tirst stage of all 
tho so-called filth-diseases. Whatever 
interferes with digestion or depura- 
tion, or depraves tho vital organism in 
any manner, produces an impure con- 
dition of the body — a condition of dis- 
ea.se; and a continuation of disease- 
producing h.abits must inevitably re- 
sult in periodical or occasional "erup- 
tions," the severity of which will de- 
pend upon the degree of one's trans- 
gression. Among the causes of this 
impure bodily condition are impure 
food, excess in diet, and impure air. 
Our homes, oftices, shops, halls, con- 
cert-houses, churches, and, with rare 
exceptions, all living-rooms, private 
or iiublic, are insufficiently or not at 
all ventilated ; and except while in 
the open air, a very large porportion 
of our i>eople, in all the walks of life, 
habitually breathe an atmosphere vi- 
tiated by being breathed over and over 
again ; they are starving for want 
of oxygen, and are being i)oi8oned by 
carbonic acid. In default of sufficient 
oxygen tho best of food cannot be 
transformed into pure blood — there 
will always be a '^orres()onding indi- 
gestion ; nor can the carbonic acid be 
eliminatetl tioely in an impure atinu- 
sphere We have, then, serious " in- 
tcrfei'ences with digestion and depura- 
tion," whenever we remain even for a 
single hour of tho twenty-four in an 
"in door" atmosphere, i. e., an atmo- 
sphere that is not in tolerably free com- 
munication with the great body of air 
wittiout. The only offset for restrio- 
tion in oxygen is restriction in diet 
and exercise; but a combination of 
this character wonld produce onfeeble- 
ment of the system, though if a pro- 
jKM" bilanco wore maintained there 
would arise no febrile symptoms such 
as we are considering. We have 
plenty of people living in nnvcntilated 
rooms who, so far as e.wrrise is con- 
cerned, live a well balanced life; but 
seldom do these, any more than the 
I'obust and active, practice any sort of 
voluntivry restriction as to quality or 
quantity of food — nausea and lack of 
appetite being tho only safeguards.

A half holiday was granted 
and education— has for some lime de the pnpiln in the afternoon, winch was 
sired the establishment of a school at I most keenly iipprecialed, since such 
Malone for this class of afllicted people occamoiiM are like angels' visilH— " few 
resident in Northern New York. There 
are six such schools in this State, the 
nearest being at Rome. It was tstab- 
lished in 1875 with only four pupiln, 
and now has one hundred and seventy, 
with no more room for more. Mr. 
Rider has the names of about forty 
deaf mutes of school age dwelling in 
St. Lawrence, Franklin, Clinton, Ea- 
sex and Warren counties, and, b<(!ause 
of experience in other locallies, does 
not doubt that there are as many more 
whose names he does not know. A 
few weeks sinc«J,""Ue sought the co 
operation of Rev. Thomas (inllaudet, 
I>. D., of New York — an educator of 
eminence and organizer of other 
schools of like character — to inaugur- 
ate the school here. The two came to 
Malone F'riday, and after consultali.in 
with many of our people, determined 
to effect an organization and prepare 
the way for the <jpening of a school 
either in the spring or autumn, as 
may later be deemed most desirable. 
A public meeting was held on Monday 
evening at the Methodist Church, 
when Dr. Gallandet in an informal and 
entertaining way unfolded their pro 
ject and urged its importance. The 
following gentlemen having conHented 
to the use of their names as incorpora 
tors. A business meeting was held on 
Tuesday morning, and incorporation 
effected: John I. Gilbert, W. T. 
ONeil, H. A. Taylor, C. Skinner, M. 
S. Parmelee, F. D. Kilburn, Humiiel 
Greeno, W. T. Cantwell, H. E. King, 
B. J. Hoper, W. ('. Stevens, I). W. 
Lawrence, VVm. Caldwell, J. P. J$ad- 
ger, Thomas Gallandet. W.I). Law 
rence was agreed Hj>on as treasurer. 
B. J. Soper beade^l the Bub«<Tiption 
list with $25, and then; was an evident 
inclination among all the others to do 
something. The name agreed upon 
for the school is the Northern New 
York Institution for Deaf-Mutes. 

To make the en(-erprise an assured suc- 
cess, about $1000 rnuHt be pledged by 
our people to rent a ho.ise and provide 
the means for a stall. Then Mr. Rider, 
his wife and son would come here aH 
instructors, and would also board the 
students. After the work is once well 
inaugurated, it would be supported by 
public moneys— rthe State paying the 
•obool 1250 pec y(M for u.i.li pupil 
designated by the State Superintendent 
of Public InHtrU<!tion — all such pupils 
to be over 12 years of age — and each 
County being required on application 
to appropriate $300 per year for each 
pupil under 12 years within its limits 
who may be sent to the school. These 
sums are ample to pay the expenses. 

No arguments are neede<l to es- 
tablish the desirability of the bucc(!S« of 
this project. Simply as a matter of 
humanity it is a work which niiisl 
commend itself to every right thinking 
man, while tlie qnestiou of pjrevention 
of pauperism an<l crime makes the un- 
dertaking one of importance on econo 
mic grounds also. We trii.Mt that the 
school may be established and succeed.

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The liflh annivprsary of Mr. Sai- 
mon's Sunihiy afternoon class for the 
deaf and (In 111 I) was held at the \'ic- 
toria Hall, l{<iading, on Thursday, 
.lanuary 3d, when a free tea and on- 
tertainnioiit were given to the ineni- 
hcrs of the class and their friends. 
Tho)'0 wore about 4f) doaf and dumb 
persons present. Tlio hull and plat- 
form were very tastefully decorated 
by (lowers and evergreens, Mrs. Sal- 
mon, Jr., having ihd general arrango- 
moiibof the decorating, &c, .Vboiit 
00 sat down to the ton, whfch was sup 
plied by Mr. Ilnrni»hries, and (ho fol- 
lowing ladies and gentlemen ])reKi<ied 
at the tables; — Mrs. Salmon, Sr. , 
Mrs. Salmon, .Ir., Mrs. W. Moore, 
Mrs. and Miss Ksidell, Mrs. Soiindy, 
Miss Salmon, Miss Ireland, Miss Led- 
ger ; and Messrs. Salmon, Sr. , W. 
Moore, K. (i. Oakaiiott, W. C. Long, 
\l. Oakshott, W. (J. Millar, Ifi-rhert 
Lodger and the IJov. I). (Iraliame. 
Co8a(|iie8 were liberally distriliiited 
among the nioniboi-s, and several heads 
might bo seen at the meeting, which 
followed, decorated with all sorts of 
comical oaj)s, &o. After the tea a 
public meeting was lield, those of the 
general public who might be interest- 
ed in the deaf and dumb being (iordial- 
ly invited. The Ilov. John O.ites 
jirosided, and there wore also on the 
jilatform, Mr. J. H. Salmon, Mr. 
Alfred Large (head master of the deaf 
an<l dumb asylum, Kdinbiirgli), Mr. 
•loiin Barber (private tutor to th(> 
deaf and dumb, Broiideshuiy). and 
the Hev. S. H. Woodrow, of Work- 
ingham. It was announced in the 
circular convening tho mooting that 
Mr. S. Bright Lucas, of the Royal 
Association in aid of the ileaf and 
dumb, London, and nephew of the 
Right Hon. .John Bright, and also 
Mr. Riclmnl Elliott, head master of 
tlie deaf and dtitnb asyhtin, Old Kent 
Road, Lonilon, and Margate, would 
have boon nrcsout, but a iotter was 
read from the former and a telegram 
from the latter, regretting their in- 
ability to bo proseut, owing to ill- 
heaUh. Mr. tieo. Palmer, M. P., 
looked in during tho tvening, and 
apologized for boing nimble to stay, 
owing to a )>rcviovitf)»siigagment. 

The Chili itnai*, -.in opening the 
meeting, .said thai; wh«u asked by Mr. 
Salmon to preside, \w lelt it his dut y 
to come forward and bcl)> him in wliat°- 
ever way ho could in his nobler work. 
Ho had learnt to love and esteem Mr. 
Salmon for hisgoodness and syiniiatliy 
to these similarly i*tMiut,ed to himsell". 
(Applause.) The class was started 
about six years ago by Mr. Salmon, 
and then he had but one moinbor, but 
now it had grown to thirty. A few 
Sundays ago ho (Mr. Gates) attended 
a 8ervi('o held by Mr. Salmon, and he 
found that a similar service was held Ic 
that carried on in the churches, con- 
sisting of hymns, prayers, reading of a 
portion of Hcrij)tuie, and a serinon. 
lie did iiot, of course, understand a 
word of tho service, but ho could tell 
by Mr. Salmon's manner that lie was 
delivering an elo(|iient and telling iid- 
drciis. Ho was greatly touched too 
by the attention paid to the sennon 
by his hearers, they seeining to drink 
ill every word delivered by their 
teacher, lie \vas glad also \o tind 
that they were trouulod with none of 
the istns which wofo causing such dis- 
(iiiielude in the Church of today. 
(Applause.) llo was also pleased to 
see children of tender ago thoro i\s 



well as those more advanced in years. 
Mr. Salmon's work did not end on the 
Sabbath, but was continued through- 
out the week, a series of visitations 
being carried on, and the social, intel- 
lectual and moral wants of his class 
were attended to. There were three 
things which he thought it was pos- 
sible to do for those alllicted ones, — 
first, to try and lift up their whole 
mind to a higher level ; secondly, to 
help them in their wordly life by en- 
lightening' their intellects and grati- 
fying their feelings; and thirdly, to 
help them by brightening their exter- 
ind siirrouiiilings and to do everything 
which would make their homes bright 
and happy. It was noticeable that 
tlio majority of the deaf and dumb 
oliildrcii were of ]H)or parents, and all 
might help, say, by relieving some 
parents of tho charge of a child thus 
alllicted, and have it edncatod in a fit 
and proper manner. (Applause.) 

Mr. Salmon then spoke. He said 
that the mission to the deaf and 
dumb was a very simple yet a very 
dillicult work ; simple becan.se they 
knew no other theme than (.'lirist 
.Jesus, and difVicult because the as- 
semblage he addressed were of all ages 
and of dilTerent cai)acities for under- 
standing the sigiLS. Having carried 
t!lirist into tho hearts of his little 
blind he then tried to get Christ into 
their homos, visited them, helped 
them when out of work, and got 
situations for them when possible. 
This was all carried out on the linger 
talk and sign system acquired by the 
deaf and (lumb. Those signs were 
the mitural methods of commuiii(!a- 
tion between the deaf and dumb. 
The rapi<lit.y with which conversa- 
tion could be carried on between 
them in this sign system was 
wonderful. He was sorry their dear 
deaf and dumb friend, ^iv. S. Bright 
Lucas, was loo unwell to bo present. 
H(! was a burning light amongst these 
alllicted ones, and a wonderful in- 
suiiuio of what ]>erscverance would 
overcome. Mr. I'illiolt too was very 
sadly indeed, or would have enlighten- 
ed them on many subjects that he 
himself could not, being one of tho 
best teachers of tlie deaf and dumb 
in Knglaiid. But all this was made 
up for, for their friend Mr. Large, 
who ought to be in Edinburgh that 
evening, had actually been so good as 
to iielp them on that night. As a 
teacher of the deaf and dumb, he 
stood at the top of the tree, and iiad 
no e(|iial in the powers he possessjid 
of captivating the attention of his 
|)upils. Long might he be spared to 
be a blessing to many. In con- 
cl'Ksioii, he asked them to imagine 
the misery of these alllicted ones — 
the ear deprived the powers of hear- 
ing, and the tongue of sjieech ; how 
hard tlieii lot, if no one held out a 
iielping hand to them. Their minds 
must be in a deplorable state of 
darkness as regards the world to 
com(>. Eor these ho asked their 
sympathy and tlioir prayers, and 
tlieir Father in Heaven would surely 
abundantly bless those of them who 
lesponded. Let them bear in mind 
that this little band was one of many 
who woiihl some day meet in the 
homo above, and tliero often ho 
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thought that the blessing to the deaf 
and dumb would bo a double one, for 
to nMiiy their first sense of hearing 
would be when they heard the music 
ill the lleaveiilv Land. (Applause.) 

Mr. Large, Mr. Barker and the Rev. 
S. (). Woodrow addressed the meet- 
ing, each congratulatiug the deaf and 
dumb in Reading upon having such a 
kind friend as ^Ir. Salmon. 

At the close of the address, a largo 
screen which had been hanging at the 
back of the platform was taken down, 
and a huge Christmas tree, nicely de- 
corated, and lit up (the work of Mrs. 
Salmon, jun., Mrs. Moore, and Miss 
Ledger) was displayed, and "Old 
Fatlier Christmas" (Mr. W. C. Long) 
handed to each incinber of the class a 
suitable ])ie8ont. 

The jnoceediiigs torminatod with 
the usual votes of thanks, and each 
member of the class received oranges 
and nuts on leaving the hall. 

We must certainly congratulate Mr.

Inasmnch as there had gone 
abroad an impression that the Ohio 
benevolent institutions were subject to 
the baleful control of politics, and 
their principal offices of tnffit and re 
sponsibility made insecure at every 
change of political government in the 
state affairs, the truth of which rumors 
may now be considered set at naught 
by the f(Jllowing passages in the In- 
angural address of the newly-elected 
governor and the Isi^pquet speech of 
the retiring one." Gov. Hoadly, the 
elect says : Whe»','»ver, for suppose*! 
political advantage, .the welfare of the 
St.ate is subordinaied to that of party, 
the penalty is at once hivoked and 
will surely follow ih th« loss of po 
pular confidence ' and in dls.ister at 
the polls. To select ineu of doubtful 
copacity for public service, to with- 
draw, for party ends, from the control 
of the people, the orgnniwation and 
government of mmdcipalities, to forget 
that the benevol««t institutions are 
sacred charities for the benefit of the 
unfortunate, and not centres of poli- 
tical activity, to adopt unfair and un- 
equal ajiportionmeuts, are among the 
means whereby pojiular confidence 
may be easily lost, and a triumphant 
party reduced to a minority at the 
first opportunity offered to popular 
suffrage. That from these, and like 
disasters, the State Gk)vernment of 
Ohio may l)o spared, that its efforts to 
serve the State wiprfy and well may be 
crowned with success —that the bur- 
thens of taxation toay not increase, 
that economy may prevail in public 
administration, tliat personal lil>erty 
may be secnre, and government be felt, 
if at all, most in its benefits and the 
least in its restraints; that the wise 
limitations of ]K>wer oont.ained in the 
Constitution, an<i wbicb, since 1861, 
have largely contributed to the success 
of government, may be Strictly 
observed — these are among the hopes 
with which I take this oath,^not un 
mindful of the admonition, "Let not 
him that girileth on the harness boast 
himself as he that pntteth it off." 

The outgoing, Governor Foster, 
spoke as follows: Wo Started out on 
the theory that piibllc institutions nre 
of too sacred a chara<it»r to be run as 
party machines, antfwe agreed that 
they should be man.-jjed wholly freo 
from partisan usage, »ntl four ' years' 
experience has denionsfmted the value 
of this manner of conducting public 
institutions, for to-day Ohio institu- 
tions stand equal with any like in- 
stitutions in tho world. 1 am glad to 
know from the inaugural address de- 
livered to-day, that my successor in 
tends to follow the same plan. If he 
does, Ohio has liad the last of parti- 
sanship in the management of hex state 
institutions." 

Mon<lay, January . 14th, was Inau- 
guration-Day, and the school was dis- 
missed in tho afternoon, which afford- 
ed those desiring. «n opjiortunity to 
attend the ceremonies of installing the 
new governor. 

The House of Representatives of 
onr legislature completed its list of 
standing committees last week, andthe 
following gentlemen have been ap- 
pointed on this Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum, Messrs. Edwards, Bruce, 
Fierce, Work, Young of Marion, Far 
rar and Greiner. 

Our Board of Trustees, consting of 
Messrs. Moss, Finch, Scott, Jones 
and Sessions, met on Tiiesd.ay even- 
ing of lost week and attended to the 
transaction of rontine business. A 
surprise was ies«>j'ved for us the next 
morning through the city papers as 
follows: "Mr. F. C. Sessions has re- 
signed as a member -of the bo;vrd of 
trustess of the Institute for Deaf and 
Dumb, expecting ,tf) be absent from 
tho city the greater part of the coming 
year."

A 8AU CHRISTMAS. 

Editor Jochnal : — We know of no 
better way to tell our many deaf mute 
friends and acquaintances about our 
sad Christmas than through the Joub 

HAI.. 

We all arose just at tbe dawn of 
day, thinking only of Merry, Merry 
Christmas, and it was while our little 
ones were yet rejoicing over the treat 
with which Santa Claus had remem 
bered each little stocking, that we dis- 
covered that the upper front room of 
our house was on fire, and were soon 
convinced that it was beyond control, 
and in a httle while the building was 
burned to the ground. 

Never before was there a scene of 
merriment in our family so suddenly 
turned to satlness. We lost nearly all 
of our clothes and the greater part of 
our household goods, and Mr. Amot 
suffered a loss of ijSlSO in leather and 
findings, which were stored sway in a 
closet and back room up stairs. His 
shoe shop, a short distance from the 
house, which contained his tools and 
machinery, et-caped destruction. He 
was never before so crowded with 
work as this season. 

The house we lived in was the pro- 
perty of my father, YMar V.\\ Pruitt, 
and was worth a few hundred dollars. 
It ha<l been lately repaired, and was a 
pleasant little cottage home. Father 
came near losing his life in the flames, 
and although his own home properly 
was in8ure<l, this was not; neither was 
our household goods, and to us the 
loss is very heavy. I lost all my jew- 
elry, little presents and keepsakes,

Many of our 
books, papers, i-tc,, were lost, yet we 
are thankful that it was no worse, and 
above all, that no person perished in 
the flames. 

Our family consists of six children. 
The three oldest are deaf mutes, and 
two of them attend school at Indian- 
apolis. Their mother, 7iee Eldred, 
died some ten years ago. Our other 
three children (all boys) can hear and 
speak well. The youngest was two 
years old on Christmas eve last. Kind 
friends sent us Bom<; aid in way of 
clothing and money. Yet we would 
advise every deaf mute who owns 
property to have it insured in some 
good company. 

We regret we could not write this at 
an earlier date, and permit us to add 
that we are glad to hear from our 
schoolmates and deaf-mute friends 
through the Joursai,, and they all 
have our best wishes.

How to ChooMi n ProlesKlitii. 



So you are thinking of becoming a 
proof-reader, George, and seek a little 
advice as to the necosHary attain- 
ments. Well, ill the first place, yon 
want to be sine tif/it you iiave natu- 
rally a quick eye to detect t,y[)ograpli- 
ical errors. 'J'o ikscertain this, it is a 
good plan to do nothing for a few 
months but read current publications 
and mark all the inistaKcs yon can 
find in red ink. If you average ten 
obvious errors to a page of any of the 
lirst-olass magazines, you may assume 
that you have a tolerably quick eye 
for siicli irregularities. 

Secondly, go into a printing office 
and learn to be an uccomiilisliod corn- 
poHitor. When you can tell bourgeois 
from brevier every lime without plac- 
ing them alongside one another, you 
may graduate. 

T'liirdly, cultivate the habit of read- 
ing mechanically— that is, consider 
each word by itself, without any lefor- 
eiice whatever to the sense, gram mar, 
or flow of laiigiiage. At tho same 
time, it is necessary to keep a close 
watcli of the sequence of ideas, deri- 
vative and etymological meaning of 
words, logic, rhetoric, cadences, and, 
in the case of Jioetry, of metre, rhythm, 
ictus, accent, and true rhyme, bearing 
ill mind the iieccHsity of never over- 
looking defective or broken letters, 
wrong fonts, or commas without tails, 
or involved quotatifHis. Uy the time 
you have learned to do all Ihic, you 
may hope to fiillill a position on a 
country pajier with reasonable success. 
After working ten hours a day yon 
can sjwnd your spare lime in complet- 
ing your education as a proof-reader. 

An intimate iwiqiiaintunce with gene- 
ral literature is indisiiensable, also a 
thorough knowledge of history, geo- 
graphy, and the arts and sciences. 
For light reading of evenings Webster, 
Worcester, Siormnntli, and Skeat are 
to be rocoin mended in the dictionarv 
line, while Allibono's "Authors, ' 
Wheelers' "Who Wrote It?" Grant 
White's "Words and 'J'lieir Ustis," 
llfjgcl's "Thesaurus," and the various 
eiicylopiedias are incidentals of the 
course. 

All the hingiiages, living and dead, 
are likely to be quoted, or to be pre- 
tended to bo quoted in the copy, but 
authors generally leave it to tho priHif- 
reader to \(K>k oiit for tho accuracy of 
the quotation, and their own iniMicti- 
racy is generally in direct pro|hjrtion 
to the emphasis with which they in- 
xiHt that cqiy shall be clostdy follow- 
ed. 

It is very irnjwrtant to have the 
politics of the day at your lingers' end, 
as th" riii^-oelling of any man's na m 



nut the infliieiices, tho tendencies of 
the fcmiiiiiiio mind, give its certain 
tone and coloring. 

Newspa|Ter corroapondenco, full of 
social and literary gossip, household 
articles, topics of diess and society, 
lind their ticst representatives in the 
gentler sex. Mary Clemmer Amos is 
as brilliant a corrospoiidofit as oyer 
wrote from tho capital. Louise 
(;iiiindler Monlton's letters to the 
New York 'I'ribnne from Uoston, are 
models of their kind. Fanny Fern's 
con tri hill ions to tho N. Y. Ledijer 
iiavo never been siirjiassed for short- 
ness, pith and salt, (irace Greenwood's 
letters are inimitable, and Jennie 
Juno for all tho distinctiveness of 
"women's writing" in comparison 
with men's, has no superior on the con- 
tinent. 

When it comes to general joiirnal- 
ism, some few woinon stand tho equal 
of men of any ago or country. 

I'erhapstho most conspicuous and 
noted who have been employed in 
jonriialism was H.vrriet Martiueau. 
For some years she wrote editorially 
for a London paper. Hor articles 
wtiie upon the current public (piestions 
of the hour— the policy of the govern- 
ment at homo and abroad, tho char- 
acters of emimeiit public men, ami the 
vaiioiiH prolilcins of political economy. 
There was no editorial contemporary 
of Miss Marti neau's who was more 
)ped for the oflico of public 
censor, and tho volume of obituary 
biographies which was collected from 
her contributions to the paper, are as 
admirabh^ and vivid as any which ap- 
peared in any jonrn'il of tho time. 

There was, however, nothing which 
MiKH Martiueau seclcctcd to do, (>r 
which wiw suggested to her to write, 
which could bo delincd distinctively 
as a woman's work on a paper. She 
wrote articles not as a woman but as 
an o'litor. as Mrs. Somerville studied 
astronomy . Tho CYitir, a weekly^ 
literary journal in Now York, is edit- 
ed by a woman, but it depends for the 
just and afsurcd success achieved, up- 
on tho ability with which it is edited, 
iijioii tho tact with which public senti- 
ment and interest arc perceived, and 
upon the skill with which tho roviCw 
and the writers of tho reviews are se- 
lected. 

As stated, while in certain dis- 
tinctive branches of journalism wo- 
man ranks the higher, it is as evident 
that ii: all tho requirements of this 
[irofession, we have woman icpreseu- 
tativos tho jieer of men. 




The Scotch youngster who made 
himself a wooden hat, by gearing his 
turning latho to an eccentric motion, 
i.s known to most people by a single 
anecdote, tolling how that piece of in- 
genuity almost accidentally brought 
liiiii into notoriety and lucrative em- 
ployment. Fow who enjoy tho wai mt'i 
of the steam pipes and radiators in 
their houses, and tho light of tho gas 
lamps in our city streets, or admire 
the magical working of thepnoumalic 
cash tubes in the i-.ge city etoies, 
know that the original inventor of 
these three wonderful couvoiiiences of 
civiliaatiou was William Murdoch, 
the boy who made the wooden hat. 

Murdoch was an invoulivo fellow 
from ail early age, resembling our 
own Thomas Edison in the fertility 
and activity of his genius. 

His oxporimonls in chemistry wore 
performed after working hours, and 
lieiiig driven with orders and almost 
constantly on duty as a machinist, his 
examination of difforent fuel vapors 
led him to the discovery of the excel- 
lent burning (iiiulities of coal gas. Jlo 
kept on diHlilling and combining un- 
til ho had proved his discovery; then 
he described it in a paper to tlio lloy- 
al society, and received the large Rum- 
ford gold modal. 

That was all he got for his inven- 
tion, for he never patented it. Had 
ho done so ho miglit have been im- 
rnoni-ely ridi, for though tho com- 
mon people cried out against the dan- 
ger of lirepipcs, and moinbers of I'ar- 
fiament scouted tho idea of a light 
without a wick, and Sir Walter Scott 
had his joko at " illuminating Lon- 
don with smoke," and even Sir Hum- 
pl.roy Davy ridiculed tho now discov- 
ery as impossible, ho lived to see gas 
used cvorywhoro, in streets, shops, 
factories, and private dwellings. 

An anecdote in connection with 
this invention, showing how ready in 
expedients Murdoch was, is related of 
him when he was in Maiichoster en- 
gaged ill putting up a stoani eiigino. 
Tie was invited, with William Fair- 
bairn, to diuo at Modlick Jhiiik, theii 
at some distance from tho lighted 
part of tho town. It was a dark win-
